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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Applicant's Amendment filed May 26, 2009. 
Claims 16-18, and 22-35 are currently pending in this case. Claims 22, 23, and 24 are 
currently amended. Claims 25-35 are newly added. 

Acknowledgements 

2. Applicant's response to the Requirement for Restriction issued on April 28, 2009 
is hereby acknowledged. The said Requirement for Restriction is hereby withdrawn and 
the following issued in its place. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 16-18, drawn to a password which is searched for in a database, 
classified in class 705 subclass 50. 

II. Claims 22-35, drawn to user authentication data which is searched for in a 
database, classified in class 707, subclass 3.

5. Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in
